Those of oar readers who have resided 
in this vicinity for ten years or so, will re­ 
member the murder of a man named Lam­ 
bert, near Beloit, and the Arrest and con­ 
viction of Robert M. West. While lo jail 
here awaiting transportation to Waupun 
for life, West was very religiously in­ 
clined. In fact he explained the murder

Last Wednesday Deputy Warden White 
discovered a little game at the prison, 
which he blocked, Robert M West, a lite 
member, had been allowed a few tools aod 
a little beach in his cell, because lie bad 
not felt able to engage in steady work in 
tits shops. 
He baa improved the oppor­ 
tunity by making arrangements to escape 
He had shaped a slick of oak so as to use 
it as a club, and had set a knife in one end 
and a chisel in the other. 
He had twisted 
the straw and hay in dis bed loto a rope to 
let himself down outside. 
He had sewed 
saws aud drills into ms clothing, aud bad 
cut off a couple of rivets from the las tell­ 
ing 
of

cell door. He Intended 
to cut the rest, leave his cell, saw ofl bars 
from the south window aud climb tho 
wall to liberty or recapture, 
lf tho guard 
interfered, as be probably would, the stick 
of oak was to lay bim out. 
The plau was 
a desperate one, but it tailed, as most plans 
tor escape do. 
West was sent front Hock 
Co. nine or ten years ago for killing a mao 
setting the house on fire to burn the body, 
and stealing a horse from the barn, on 
which he tried to escape. Of late years he 
bas been very religious, and felt so good 
that he did not wish to associate with corn 
mon thieves.
